senator cited a report of the 
Small Business Committee 


in January 1946 showing that one- 
tenth 'of 1 per cent of all the cor- 
porations own 52 per cent of total 
corporate assets, and that 4 per 
cent of all the manufacturing cor- 
porations earned 84 per cent of the 
total net profit reported by such 
corporations. 


Senator Fulbright declared he felt 


that the war period had definitely 
increased the trend toward monop- 
olistic control, and it was doubly 
.accessary, therefore, to strengthen 
"•••tnall 
corporations 
by allowing 


them to plow earnings back into 
their businesses 
and 
strengthen 


themselves against larger opera- 
tors. 


So much for Senator Fulbright's 
idea. 


It may be worth something to 


add this general observation about 
all corporation incoine taxes: 
It 


you have your money invested in a 
corporation you automatically have 
to pay a double income tax. The 
-corporation pays income tax just 
r/ke an individual, and then you 
have to pay income tax a second 
time when you receive dividends 
from the corporation.

To Enforce Palestine Decision 
The 
United 
Nations security 


Council has received the bald facts 
from the UN's own Palestine Com- 
mission. Tnat is, the Council has 
received them formally. Actually, 
the facts have been piain as aay 
irom the time when the UN first 
began considering the partition oi 
Palestine. 
,i. It is now time to act. The UN 
'•must^iave. an international army o» 
enforcement, and it muss have one 
fast. In less than three momtis uie 
British will turn over its Palestine 
mandate to the UN. And wnen May 
15 arrives, a force must oe. ihere 
to take over. 


Before that there must be a de- 


cision on what countries are to pro- 
vide troops; who will command 
them; how they are to oe ouauted, 
supplied and paid, and by vvnom. 
Then they must be assemoled and 
Jramed and transported. 
l~> Why the UN has not discussed 


the need of enforcement 
Deiore 
liow is a mystery. 
Discussion 


should have oegun the day aiier 
the Arab governments gave official, 
explicit notice that they would not 
recognize partition, ana would op- 
pose it by force of arms. 


There are considerations of policy 
and politics beneath the suriace oi 
the major powers' attitude toward 
enforcement. Tms government, for 
example, has to thins about such 
filings as the oil that the Arabs 
'-Sell us, and the possible resttK 


ct Soviet participation in enforce- 
ment. It must weight the demand 
for lifting the embargo on arms 
for the Jews against the opposition 
to such shipments by Britain, wnich 
is still ihe mandatory power. 


But these considerations, 
and 
those of other countries, seem triv- 
ial compared to what will happen 
to Palestine and the UN if par- 
tition is not enfoieed. And since 
the majority oi the UN member 
.nations are not bothered by 
tha 
problems that confront the big pow- 


ers, why haven't some of 
them 


come forward with a call for ac- 
tion? 


It is quite evident what will hap- 


pen if nothing is done. The Jews 
will have a bad time of it, even 
if they arc supplied with arms aitci.- 
the British leave. 
They will ba 
greatly outnumbered by an inter- 
national army of invading Arabs.. 


UN prestige will receive a heavy 


blow. The Palestine question fin- 
^.ally found Washington and Moscow 
fv-m agreement. That was encour- 


aging. But if the UN is lo bow 
before the first challenge of its 
first major decision, it may col- 
lapse like the League of Nations 
—only much faster. 


It seems certain that the bluster- 


ing Arab front would dissolve be- 
fore any concerted show of power. 
By modern military s/.andards, the 
Aiabs' 
equipment is primitive. 


Their threats and suber-iaitling. arc 
directed toward the nations that are

Pennsylvania 
Is Scuttled 


Pearl Harbor, March 4—(/P)—The 
Battleship Pennsylvania, survivor 
of.,,the Pearl Harbor "debacle and 
two atomic blasts,' was scuttled 
near Kwajelein Feb. 10, the navy 
announced today. 


"Damage 
received at Okinawa 


was 
mainly responsible 'for 
the 
Pennsylvania's 
unseaworthiness 
and not damage inflicted during 
the atomic bomb tests" at Bikini 
in July, 1940, the navy said. 


Two other warships, termed vic- 


tims of "progressive deterioration" 
also were 
scuttled 
last 
month. 
They were the Destroyer Trippe, 
sunk Feb. 3, and the attack trans- 
port Banner, sunk Feb. 16. 
The navy said the Pennsylvania 


could not have remained 
afloat 


much longer in Kwajalein lagoon. 
She was towed there after the Bi- 
kini atom tests. She was 
consid- 


ered a possible menace to shipping 
if she sank in the lagoon, as did 
the Prinz Ejgen. Both were guinea 
pigs of the Bikini tests. 


The "Mighty 'P," as the navy 
calls her, recovered from the Pearl 
Harbor attack to strike at the Jap- 
anese 13 
times 
with 
11,000,000 


pounds of steel—more than 
was 


fired by any -other battleship 
in 
history.

Probe Report 
to Sabotage 
Rail Network 


New York, March 4 — (UP) — 


A fantastic "Plan Vodka" to blow 
up the city's 
subway, 
railroad 


and ferry systems with 147 high 
explosive bombs was under inves- 
tigation by police today to deter- 
mine if it was a hoax. 


The plan, contained in live pages 


of crjdely drawn diagrams and 
lettered instructions, was discov- 
ered Tuesday in a 
plain 
unad- 
dressed and unstamped envelope 
in a midtown post office 
substa- 
tion. According to the plan, the 
blasts were .to take place between 
5 and 5:15 p. ,m. yesterday, the 
height of the evening rush hour. 
Police kept discovery of the pa- 


pers irom the 
public 
to 
avoid 
panic . More than 200 detectives, 
tedcral agents, railroad men and 
postal officials kept watch for sev- 
en hours at the key spots marked 
for destruction, 
but they made 


no arrests and found no explosives. 
Police 
Commissioner

Walander's office 
announced 
to- 


day that detectives 
were 
being 
kept on the case because of the 
detailed descriptions contained in 
the plans.

Jersey, and the Manhattan-Brook- 
lyn suoway tunnels. 


The plain envelope, /containing 
five sheets of eight by 10-inch .pa- 
per, apparently from a loose-leaf 
notebook, was 
found 
by 
Philip 


LinDacker, assistant 
superintend- 
ent of the Times Square branch 
post office. Each sheet of paper 
was labelled"Plan Vodka." Postal 
authorities 
were inclined to view 


the plot as the work of a crank. 
However, police were unwilling to 
take any chances. 


Each of the five numbered sheets 
bore crude drawings of the areas 
to be destroyed, a list of proceed- 
ure were lettered in small print 
with a slight back-hand slant. De- 
tectives said the plans were, not 
the work of a poorly educated per-

He's done il by sticking to the 
very simple formula: 


"I play music people in love like 
to hum while they're dancing." 


Lombardo likes to refer to 
his 


band's output 
as "the sweetest 


music this side of heaven." Rival 
musicians often call him "the king 
of corn." 


But each year his band pulls in

Lombardo, son of an Italian im- 


migrant, is a shrewd business man. 
He is a major shareholder in the 
Long Island Airlines, which fer- 
ries commalers to Manhattan, and 
in two music publishing firms. He 
believes he has retained 
popular 


favor chiefly by sticking to his pat- 
ter and by avoiding one error that 
ha.,- killed oil' many jazz' bands. 


"Many orchestra leaders have 


gone cut of business merely 
be- 


cause they became financially in- 
terested^ in too many songs."

said. "That ruins them." 


Music publishers often offer a 


prominent band leader a third in- 
terest in a new song if he'll ulug it.

We don't 
feel that most American listeners 
arc musicians enough to care for 
intricate orchestrations."

Forecast in Advance
